Bringing Mean* to face a Jury hai 
been no easy task- His case has been 
postponed ten times.

set for trial when Means was starting 
In the Washington inrestlgations ana 
senate committee refused to give him 
up to the local federal authorities for 
nrosecutlon. It was pointed out tha 
Means was an essential witness and 
finally the court here agreed to wait 
until Means was well through In the 
capital
